Proclamation of the Governor*. 

The Pre8ident'acal] lor 300,000 volunteers, 
to serve three years or during the war, to fill 
upthe old regiments, makes the allotment to 
Kentucky of 12,000 to be raised. 

This call must be met, either by volun- 
teers, or by draft, at an early day. The 5th 
of January is set by the President as the 
time of ordering the draft. This will 
give time (or Congress to repeal the $300 ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers will receive the liberal bountv 
and increased pay offered by the Govern- 
ment; the conscript will not. Volunteers 
select their own company and regiment — 
the conscript will be assigned without re 
eard to his wishes. The volunteer will be 
honored by his companions in arms and bj 
his country — the conscript will not. 

Recruiting officers will be detailed from the 
various regiments and assigned their recruy 
ing posts by the Adjutant General. The 
proportion due from each connty, to equalize 
ihe service from the commencement of 'he 
war, will be made known by the Adjutant 
General, and notice thereof given. Each 
county will be required to furnish its allot 
meiu cither in volunteers or conscripts. 

Recruiting for the twelve months service 
will cease with the authorities heretofore 
given, so soon as the regiments forming ure 
filled. 

Let no man say he would volunteer if it 
were for defense of the State or to serve in 
the State' Facts answer such declarations 
For months you have been CHlled on for 
such service, and tailed to respond. This 
service is now closed to you. 

Kentucky now is, and must continue to be. 
exposed so long as there are rebel armies in 
the field. Guerrilla raids will cease when the 
rebel armies are broken up. The only se 
curity to lour State against invasions and 
raids, is the destruction of the rebel armies 
Were our old regiments full even to the 
minimum, the days of rebellion would be 
numbered, and but few The true defense ol 
your State iherelore is by filling the old reg 
iments now in the field. This will give a 
crushing force, which must soon sweep the 
rebel armies from the field. 

It's better lor yon. and for the service that 
you enlist in the old regiments. It secures 
you from much of the dunirers of camp ami 
field, and greatly increases your efficiency 
asasoldier. These regiments are now his 
toric. They are ennobled by deeds of brave 
nfFering and lofty heroism. Their banners 
bear inscripiions ol living memories. By 
olnnteering you will become a sharer in 
n those living memories and historic glories 
It you would preserve the honorable name 
of you county, volunteer. If you would 
not humiliate your noble companions 
arms, volunteer. If you would save your 
omes and State from desolation, and your 
county from ruin volunteer. If you would not 
shame the memory of your fathers, volunteer 
Remember that Kentucky has never waiter! 
for a dralt. Kentucky patriotism is not 
constrained, but is the voluntary homage 
of loyalty to the Government of our latbers. 
It is the inner voice ol love to our Iree in- 
stitutions, which voluntarily responds to the 
call lor defense ol the priceless heritage. 
Frame no excuses — the call admits of none? 
Kentucky will meet her allotment. It is 
noble to meet it voluntarily. Look to the 
honor of your respective counties — for equali- 
ty will be enforced. 

The defense of your homes, of your 
Slate, your Government, your liberties ; the 
vindication of your honor, the veneration 
for the memories of your fathers ; all the 
cherished hopes of the future, urge you to a 
prompt, voluntary response to this call to 
tity. Kentuckians, who will hesitate ? 
We shall see.

There is one great defect in the present 
system of family education. Not that there 
is only one ; but we wish 10 call' attention 
at present to the practice of obliging the 
girls of a family, in almost every instance 
in which sell-denial is involved", to give 
way. '"Remember he is your brothel*. " is 
the appeal to tender little hearts, which, 
though often swelling under a sense of in 
justice, naturally give way under this argu- 
ment. This might be all very well, were 
the hoys always taught reciprocity in this 
matter ; but us this unfortunately is not 
often the case, a monstrous little tyrant is 
produced, whose lor.bearing exactions and 
hourly selfishness are disgusting to witness. 
As years roll on Augustus' handkerchiefs 
are hemmed at hall a wink from his lord- 
ship that he wishes it done, and his break- 
fast kept hot lor him, though he change his 
breaklast hour as often as the disgusted cook 
leaves her place; while his sister's faintest 
intimation ol a desire for Ins escort of an 
evening is met with a yawn and an allusion 
to "the fellows" who are always ''expecting 
him." It is easy to see what delightful ideas 
of reciprocity in mutual good offices Augus 
tus will carry into the conjugal state, if he 
ever marries. His bride soon finds this out 
lo her dismay, and half a dozen babies, and 
iier watchlul nights and care-woru days are 
no excuse for not alway'3 placing his clean 
linen on a chair by his bed when needed, 
"to save him the trouble of opening his 
bureau drawers." "Belore he was married 
his handkerchiefs were always laid in a pile 
in the northeast corner of his drawer, duly 
perfumed, and with the exquisite word "Au 
gustus'' embroidered in the corner. And 
now I "Belore he was married'' he was al 
ways consulted about the number of plums 
in his favorite pudding. And now ! "Be 
fore he was married " he had his breaklast 
any lime between seven in the morning and 
three in the afternoon. And now I 

And so the poor weary woman hears the 
change's rung upon ike newly-discovered 
virtues and perfections of his .laniily, unli 
she heartily wishes he had never left tliem 
It never once occurs meanwhile to this 
domestic Xero lo look at the other fide of the 
question.

Now we 
heg all mothers who are educating domestic 
tyrants in their nurseries to have some re 
gard for the wife of his future, waiting for 
him somewhere, all unconscious poor thing 
of her fate ; even if they have none on his 
sisters and themselves.

A Chapter on First Th'njs. 

The first poll tax was levied Jn Massachu- 
setts in 1 646. 

The first excise in Xew England was 
levied in Plymouth in 164,6. 

Joseph Dudley was the first chief justice 
of New York, and was afterward Governor 
of Massachusetts. 

In 1631) several Friends arrived in Boston, 
and were the first which came to America 
To prevent the spreading of what was 
called their "heretical doctrine," ihey were 
ordered to leave the colony. 

The first Episcopal ordination held in 
.America was bv Bishop Seaburv, nt Middle 
town, Connecticut, August 3 I, 178.), when 
the Rev. Ashbel Baldwin, the Rev. Philo 
Shelton and one other, were ordained dea- 
cons. 

The first machine ever used for cutting 
nails is said to have been invented by Ben 
jamin Cochrane, a shopmite of Mr. Whit- 
ney. This inventor died al Balavia, Xew 
York, in 1847, at a good old age. His ma- 
chine cut out the nail without a head Pre- 
vious to the date of his invention (1790), 
nails had been punched oit of plates by 
hand in Connecticut; these also had do 
head. 

The firsl paper established in Illinois was 
the Illinois Herald, began at Knskaskia, at 
or belore 1814. by Mathew Duncan, brother 
of late Governor Duncan of Kentucky. It 
passed soon after, under the name of the 
Illinois Intelligencer, into the hands of Eli 
jah C. Berrv, who removed his press and 
paper lo Vandalia in 1821). where it was 
conducted later by Messrs. Brown & Berry 
Tne first Methodist who ever stepped his 
foot in the streets ol this Puritan ciiv was 
Charles Wesley, a brother of John Wesley, 
ihe greatest hymn writer in the world. He 
sailed trom Liverpool for Charleston, S. C, 
and the ship heing disabled,, she put in here 
in 1774 and remained two weeks. During 
Uiat time he preached several times, and 
created considerable sensation. 

The first book in the English language on 
the subject of dyeing, as lar as yet been dis- 
covered, was printed in London in the 
year 1605, ami contains instructions as to 
proper use of indigo, madder. Brazilwood, 
gall nuts, <Src. These instructions seem to 
have been founded on the practice of the 
dyers of Flanders, in which country the'art 
was making some-progress, although black- 
was the color in most general use 

The first observation of an eclipse mnde 
by the Chinese, the authenticity of which 
is established, is in the year 776 B. C. At 
Babylon, the most ancient observation 
made by the Chaldean was in the year 747. 
Il has been said that Calllslhciies sent to 
Aristotle, from Babylon, observations of a 
celestial phenomena occurring during a 
space ot 1 OilO years. 

The first camp meeting held in America 
was in Kentucky. Two preachers — one a 
Presbyterian and the other a Methodist — 
met in a village, on the Sabbath, where 
there was but one cliurch. The Presbyte- 
rian olhciated in the forenoon and the Metho- 
dist iu the aliernoon. The interest upon 
the subject was so great that they continued 
the meetings lor a day or two at the house. 
The attendance soon became so large thai 
they adjourned to the woods, and continued 
the meeting tor a week. And this is the 
origin ol the modern camp meeting. 

Congregational singing was introduced 
into England nbout the time when Queen 
Elizabeth ascended the throne f 1558), lu 
1559, Bishop Jewel wrote that "it begun in 
one church in London, and did quickly 
spread itself not only ihrounh the cite hut 
in neighboring places. Sometimes at Paul s 
Cross there will be six thousand people 
singing. This, was very grievous to the 
Papists." In ihe same year at St. Anthony's 
London, "a psalm was sung 6ft er Ihe 
Geneva fashion; all the congregation — men 
women nnd boys — singing together." 

The firsi book printed in England is said 

to have emanated from Oxford in 1468, an 

der the title ot "Exposicio Santi Jeronimi 
in Sinbolo Apostolo-ntn." Its claims to he 
regarded in this light have, however, been 
uch discussed. Others are of Opinion that 
the firsl work primed in England was "The 
Game and Piaye ol Chesse, Translated out 
of the French, and Imprinted by William 
Caxt,on. Fynysshed the last day of Man.be 
A. D. 1474." It is certainly the first book 
in which Caxton has affixed a dale, and il 
consequently highly prized by book collec 
tors. 

The first railroad in the world was com 
enced at and ran from Darlington to 
Stockton, England, and the first locomoiiv 
engine ever run on a railroad now stands as 
an object ol curiosity at the Darlington 
depot. It is different iq its construction to 
those in present use, having two walkin 
beams and upright cylinders. Il is kept iu 
fine order, and stands on a large elevated 
platform, built purposely for its accomino 
lation. The dale of the year, 1825, is en 
graved on the slab upon which it stands, 
Strangers come from a distance to see 
and photographers lend their aid to those 
not otherwise able to command the sight.

Hak7bstino iv Japan:. — Another portion 
of the crop was harvested in a most curious 
way, which I think must be peculiar to Ja- 
pan, for I have neither seen nor heard of it 
in any other country. On the IOih of June 
— so says my journal — tires were observed 
blazing all over the country and dense mass 
es of smoke were seen rising from every 
ornfleld. This time it was not the burning 
of rape stalks, for they had all disappeared, 
having been converted into their elements 
of earth and air, the former of which was 
already entering into another form, and was 
supplying food for the summer crops. It 
was the bearded barley which was now go- 
ing through the crucible, the object being to 
separate the heads ol grain from the straw 
and awns. This was done in the following 
way: Tbe grain having been tied up in small 
bundles or sheaves, is removed to a conven- 
ient spot on the edge of the field. When the 
burning is to begin, the workman takes a 
sheaf in one hand, and with the other ap 
plies fire to the upper or grain end of ihe 
-heaf. It immediately ignites, the awns go 
off in a blaze, the heads of grain snap from 
(he stalk and fall lo the ground. Lighting 
another sheaf, the workman throws the first 
away in a blaze, regardless apparently ol 
the value of the straw, and so the operation 
goes on As the beardless heads fall to the 
ground the fires goes out, leaving them 
slightly browned by the operation, but with 
the grain unharmed. — Fvrtunis "Ytdo and 
Ptkin."

How to Draw Tea — A few years since 
the writer took tea with a relative, and was 
delighted with the quality of the beverage. 
Upon inquiry, it proved that the article was 
from the same package imed by another 
Iriend, whose tea always tasted miserably, 
and the difference was wholly owing to the 
methods used in its preparation.

Poor tepid 
or cold water enough on the tea io cover it 
platre it on the stove-hearth, top of a teaket- 
tle, or any place where it will be warm, but 
not enough so as to cause the aroma to es 
cape in steam Let it remain half an hour, 
then pour on boiling water, and bring to the 
table.

The President of llie United States liaving 
issued a call (or 300,000 volunteers, the quo- 
ta RSKijrned to Kentucky amounts to 12./01. 
This ntimliersliould he raided hv rolunteerinu, 
for which time is given until the fifth day of 
January next. Should the enlistments not 
amount to the required number bv that day, a 
draft will be enforced lo make up the deficit. 

The accompanyino list shows the exact 
number each County will he required to 
furiiinh. Many of these sub districts have 
already exceeded their proportions, and con- 
sequently do assignment is now made them. 
The enlistment- will be entirely for those 
Regiments now in the field, and for the space 
ol three veers or during the war. A premi- 
um of $15 for each new recruit, or $25 for 
each "Veteran," will be paid the party pro- 
ducing him. aa soon as the recruit reaches 
the place of general rendezvous Bounties 
ot $302 to new recruiiH, and of $402 to those 
who have served at least nine months, will 
be paid in convenient installments, the firet 
of which amounting, with advance p/iy, to 
$75. will be given the recruit on his arrival 
Ht the camp of general rendezvous at Louis* 
ville. and before his departure IO Ihe Held. 
An earlier expiration of the war will still 
leave ihe recruit entitled to his full bounty.

Let every County de- 
termine lo be among the first to satisfy this 
demand of justice, equality and law.

Let it be remembered that, in some manner, 
our quota must be raised — that volunteers re- 
ceive large bounties and dralled men receive 
none — that for every new reeruil returned to 
the Provost Marshal $15, and for every one 
who has nerved nino months $25 will be paid 
the party producing him ; that to the fifth of 
January, 1864. only is given the privilege of 
tilling our quota by voluntary enlistments, 
and that then will lollow an inexorable draft 
bearinujn its train ncitlitr bounty nor honor.
